R. CLEVELAND HAS BEEN DEFEATED at the polls; and with his defeat 
M all hope of political reform stops short — for four years, at least. 
His successor, a Republican in name, stands pledged to the Republi- 
can platform of 1888, and not to the Republican platform of 1884 or to 
any platform on which that party has taken its stand for twenty-five 
years. Four years ago that party pledged itself to ‘correct the inequali- 
ties of the tariff.” This year, its candidate, if his principles are those of 
his party, would repeal the entire system of internal revenue laws “‘ rather 
than surrender any part of our protective system.” If his principles are 
those which his party professes (this year), he has no positive ideas as 
to the propriety of instituting a non-partisan civil service. In fact, if his 
ideas are those of his party, as enunciated in the deliverances of its 
national convention, he has no conception of the duties arid responsibili- 
ties of his office beyond putting and keeping his party in control of the 
offices of the federal government. Let us hope he is a better man than 
his party would have him. We are sincerely disinclined to believe that 

he will follow the programme it has laid out for him.

We said last week that we did not believe that Mr. Cleveland could 
be defeated by an honest vote, representative of the judgement of the 
country on his administration and on the principles on which he sought 
re-election. No such vote has defeated him. He has had to meet the 
blindest partisan prejudice with the doubtful and half-hearted support of 
his own party; and this support has been doubtful and half-hearted only 
because he has been too honest, too frank, too independent, too patriotic, 
to put it in plain English, to please that large element in the party that 
sets politics above principle. The returns of the election prove, we are 
glad to say, that there is an element in the party, well nigh as strong, 
which has the courage to set principle above politics,

Our readers will bear us witness that we have done our part in this 
campaign in a spirit of fairness and strict justice. We have not painted 
Mr. Harrison as a rat-eating Chinaman or as a foe of labor; because 
we do not believe that he is either a particular friend of the Chinese, or 
a hater of men who earn their bread in the sweat of their brows, We 
do not believe that such a man exists. We do not, indeed, believe that 
any rational human being believes that such a man exists. Nor have we 
asserted that the election of Mr. Harrison meant ruin to the industries 
of the country, or that he was the ally of England in a conspiracy to 
wreck the American nation. Even if it had not been against our prin- 
ciples to utter such indescribable falsehoods, we should not have imagined 
that any considerable portion of the American public would give serious 
thought to accusations of this sort brought against a presidential candi- 
date. We still remain of the opinion that the United States will continue 
a nation, whether Mr. Cleveland or Mr. Harrison be its president. But 
we still continue of the opinion that, in the United States, the problem 
of living will be more difficult for the poor and for the people of moder- 
ate means, the increase of honest trade will be less, and the growth of 
monopolistic combinations far more, under the administration of Mr. 
Harrison, pledged to a platform so reactionary in its principles that its 
like has never been known, than under the wise and patriotic system of 
government of which Grover Cleveland has been for four years the 
representative. ; 





This campaign has been clean, in comparison with the campaign of 
four years ago. As far as the Democrats are concerned, it is the fairest 
and most decent campaign they have fought in many years. On the 
Republican side, however, it has been a campaign of the grossest and most 
shameless misrepresentation — so gross and shameless that it seems ridic- 
ulous that it should have been addressed to grown-up men. It sounds 
absurd to say that the vote of a free people can be influenced by telling 
them that their president, whom they themselves elected to office, has 
made a corrupt bargain with a foreign country to ruin the trade of his 
own, or that upon his re-election most of the mills and factories all over 
the land will shut their doors, Yet that is what the American people 
have been told, and have listened to; and what many of them have 
believed, or pretended to believe. 


Such assertions as these are, of course, mean and false and silly; but 
they are less reprehensible, in our opinion, than a form of misrepresentation 
of which both parties have been guilty in this campaign and in every 
campaign since the war —the accusation brought against each and every 
candidate that he is an enemy to “the Irish-Americans” or ‘‘ the German- 
Americans” or ‘the [talian-Americans’’— or to any body of American 
citizens of foreign birth which may have a considerable vote. This sort 
of lie is the more evil in that not only is it a lie, but a lie founded on a 
base appeal to a sentiment that has no right to exist. ‘The man who is 
naturalized in this country, who renounces his allegiance to the nation 
under whose rule he was born, has one plain duty before him — to become 
and remain a faithful citizen of his adopted country; and as a citizen, to 
vote, talk, think and act solely and wholly for her interest. He may 
retain tender memories of the home he has left; but he has no business to 
renounce that home if those memories are too strong to allow him to be 
loyal to the land where he has sought asylum. He is not obliged, under 
the laws of the United States, to become a citizen. He may work and 
live here and have the protection of the government and all the privileges 
of a citizen —- with some few and wise restrictions upon his power to per- 
petuate foreign ownership in American property. ‘This course is open to 
him: if he makes himself an American citizen, he takes the step of his 
own free will, and with the knowledge that in taking it he renounces 
allegiance to any foreign power or potentate. 

* 


Having made himself an American, it is his duty to be an American — 
not a German-American or an Irish-American or a Polish-American— 
or any kind, or variety, of American whatever except an American, plain 
and simple. Unfortunately, our naturalized fellow-citizens do not, as a 
rule, accept this truth. The Italians flock together in the large cities; 
the Swedes and Norwegians form colenies in the west, the Germans and 
Irish, wherever they may be, are firstly German and Irish, and lastly 
American. ‘The German deals with a German tailor, with a German 
barber, with a German grocer, associates, as far as he can, with Germans 
only, and keeps up the traditions of his fatherland almost as a matter of 
religious faith. If the Irish are a little Jess clannish, it is only because 
they are people of a more assimilative temperament, and because they 
are rarely prosperous enough to choose for themselves their social and 
business connections. ‘They treat this country far worse, in their own 
way, by making her the battle-ground for their everlasting war with the 
British government. 

* 

In all this our foreign-born citizens commit a fault, and it is a fault 
of which unscrupulous politicians are quick to take advantage. The 
politicians encourage this segregation of nationalities, in order that they 
may further their own ends by appeals to race prejudice, and persuade 
foreign-born Americans to act in American affairs, not as Americans, but 
as foreigners, moved by prejudices and sentiments which they should 
have left behind them in the land of their birth, Thus we are coming 
to have, beside the Union of States which our forefathers designed for us, 
a union of naturalized nationalities, any one of which may hold the bal- 
ance of political power. ‘Thus the will of the people may be set at 
naught because an Irishman or a German or a Scandinavian is made to 
believe that he has been snubbed or slighted as an Jréshman—or as a 
German or as a Scandinavian, as the case may be. The evil of this 
divided loyalty grows greater with every year. If America is to be 
governed for America’s good, it is an evil that must be eradicated. Our 
naturalized citizens must learn for themselves the paramount duty of 
loyalty; and our politicians must be taught that to appeal to race pre- 
judice among American citizens is as treasonable as to seek the inter- 
ference of foreign governments.

SCIENTIFIC PHOTOGRAPHY FOR SPORTSMEN. 





S THE HANDMAID of Art, the place of the camera is tolerably well 
defined; but there are certain directions in which its full capabilities 
have not yet been developed. 

The sportsman, for instance, who carries with him a simple pio- 
tographic apparatus and a few dry plates, can present such unquestionable 
evidences of his prowess, that, on his return to civilization, no one will 
dare to question the truth of his assertions. 

A few simple directions will suffice to point the enterprising and 
intelligent amateur to the path of scientific photography. 
I.— Directions ror FisHERMEN. 
Fig. 1. Having caught your fish, (let us assume 
—_ that it is a trout about eight inches long), 
you will proceed to the seclusion of the 
neighboring forest, and, selecting the hori- 
zontal limb of a tree, you suspend the 
trout as at A, Fig. 7, and a 
plainly marked tape meas- Fig. 2. 
ure as at B, 
Placing the camera at C, 
you will carefully range so 
that trout and tape measure 
are both within the field, the 
limb or points of suspension being above, and out of sight. |: . 
Focus carefully on the trout, and proceed as usual. yy: a. | ‘ 
The result should be somewhat as indicated in Gg ‘ 
Fig. 2. A being the trout, and B& the tape measure. 
With the assistance of a confederate, or perhaps we 
should say a companion, many beautiful effects can be 
produced; as, for instance, by posing the subjects as in- 
dicated in Fzg. 37, the hand of the fisherman being raised 
so that it is above the field of the camera, and the cord 
that suspends the fish being in the same vertical plane 
with the hand. The resulting picture is shown in Fug. ¢. 
II].— For Hunters. 
The hunter who wishes to preserve an authentic A 
record of his bag, should take with him into the woods, 
in addition to the usual photographic outfit: 
Fig. 3. Z, a domestic cat, pre- 
ferably a maltese (fe/7s Fig. 4. 
concolor), and 2, a 
rather young black 
Newfoundland pup. 
The camp should be 
selected near a growth 
of small straight sap- 
lings. For a bear hunt, 
the pup should be 
posed on top of a gentle 
eminence with his back to some saplings. If he has 
been taught to ‘‘sit up and beg,” the scene may be 
made very exciting. The hunter should be posed 
nearly in a line with the pup, or bear, but at some 
little distance beyond him, as in Fig. 5. A is the A 
bear, # the hunter, and C the camera. It is desirable 
to focus on the hunter, as a certain indistinctness of detail adds to the 
realism of the bear, The resultant photograph is shown in Fig. 6.

The domestic cat becomes available for illustrating the perils of 
panther, or mountain-lion, hunting. The same general rules apply in this 
case as in the bear hunt, save that the cat is placed in the crotch of a sap-- 
ling, and prodded with a sharp stick by a

ful animals. This may seem cruel, but a 
picture of the slain beasts with the triumph- 
ant hunter standing over them (taken as 
already indicated) will perhaps justify the 
sacrifice to most minds.
